2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 



2.1 All of claim 1's structural features and their interrelationships are known from D1 which 
describes a gardening tool comprising a first blade-like part 3 and second blade-like part 
with tines 1 (figure 3) arranged at an obtuse angle (see figures 2 and 4). 

2.2 The disposition of elements disclosed in D1 is such that in normal use of the described 
device the positions as stipulated in claim 2 will be naturally realised. 

2.3. An analogous reasoning can be based on D2-D7. 

3.1. The additional features of claim 3 and in particular the fan form do not seem to be 
disclosed nor suggested by any of the documents cited in the search report. 

3.2. Dependent claims 4-20 can be considered particular embodiments of the gardening tool 
according to claims 1-3. 
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
